This summer it is expected that 
variety plots will be eared for by 
Line Elevator grain buyers at 126 
shipping points in the Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces. Nine of these will be in 
Manitoba, 81 in Saskatchewan, anld 
36 in Alberta. 

P'ots and Varieties. The plots at 
92 points will include 51 different 
varieties, all ol which are officially 
recommended for one or more areas 
in Wesiern Canada. Of those, 39 
varieties are annuals such as wheat, 
oats, barley, ilax, sunflowers, peas, 
etc., land 12 are biennial and 
perennial grasses. The latter group, 
of course, will be of chief interest 
during the second and third years. 
At 34 points, only annuals will be 
grown. • 

Purpose of Plots. The variety 
plots arc demonstration plots. Sine# 
they are planted for observation 
only, yields are not recorded. This 
means that the material can be 
harvested use in junior grain 
club work, school fairs, schools, etc.

The question of education was discussed recently 
in the Canadian House of Commons, and at that time 
it was pointed out that in this, as in many prob¬ 
lems which we are now facing, financial difficulties 
are an obstacle to any early action towards a solution.

Power-Saw School Is Popular With 
B.C. Veterans 

One of the most productive voca¬ 
tional training courses for veterans 
in B.C. is the power-saw’ operators 
school at Nanaimo, which since its 
creation last September has gradu¬ 
ated 75 fully-trained men now work¬ 
ing in logging camps throughout the 
province. 

Sponsored by the B.C. Loggers’ 
Association, the CVT-operated school 
accommodates 20 veterans in each 
eight-week course. Only veterans 
with the physical build to stand up 
to the heavy work are accepted. 

The course is divided into three 
parts, the first portion consisting of 
lectures in the maintenance and over¬ 
haul of the two-cycle gasoline en¬ 
gine which powers the saw, sharpen¬ 
ing and setting of the saw itself, first 
aid and safety measures. 

The students are then taken to the 
proving ground, where they learn to 
fell trees under instruction. The last 
three weeks of the course are spent 
in the bush, working on the job al¬ 
though still under supervision.

Spread Out Sowings 

Perhaps the two commonest mis¬ 
takes of the average gardener, especi¬ 
ally the one of limited experience, is 
planting far too much too soon and 
not planting enough in June and early 
July. During the first warm weeks 
of spring practically every human 
being has the urge to get out and dig. 
He rushes to the nearest seed store, 
gets supplies and is liable to put in 
a whole lot of things which should 
navel be planted until the soil and 
air warm up permanently. 

When this course has been fol¬ 
lowed there are usually heavy losses, 
losses mainly of wasted labor. Some 
things like peas, grass seed and a 
few of the other hardier flowers and 
vegetables don’t mind quite a lot 
of cold and wet, but with the great 
majority of plants this is not the 
case. Many vegetables especially 
must be grown quickly if they are to 
be tender and crisp, and there is 
nothing to be gained by rushing the 
season.

if weather is favorable the re¬ 
sult is too many vegetables ready for 
the table in July, not nearly enough 
coming tfiong in August and Septem¬ 
ber. The experienced gardener never 
makes that mistake. He will always 
divide his seed into at least three 
parts, risking the first a little ahead 
of the regular planting time, putting 
in the second about the normal time 
and saving the last until at least two 
to three weeks after that. With a bit 
of luck this will give him a continu¬ 
ous supply of the very freshest vege¬ 
tables right through the season. 

Cultivation Important 

Cultivation in June will kill weeds 
which might become really trouble¬ 
some in July, ami it will break up 
soil which would bake hard and be 
impossible to work after the sun 
really turns warm. If the lawn is 
kept regularly mown in June, at least 
once a week in the moist parts of 
Canada, then we will really have 
something worth taking the neigh¬ 
bors out to see later on. The old 
warning of a stitch in time saving 
nine really holds good for gardening 
too and especially so with such jobs 
as weeding, cultivating and thinning 
and, lust but not least, for protective 
steps against disease or pests. 

It is wise, say the professionals, 
to have some ready prepared dust or 
spray materials handy. These should 
be used at the first sign of damage. 
Indeed with some things like pota¬ 
toes regular dusting or spraying In 
advance of the bugs is strongly 
recommended.

No labour lender today, in United 
States is neurlj so colorful and pow¬ 
erful as John L. Lewis. Labor disput¬ 
es are side issues when lids master 
showman meets file operators. Since 
1 he lias built the United Mine 
workers into the most powerful union 
in the world. He has become the 
working man’s spearhead against 
( apltalism. He is respected and hated 
by both labor and operators, respect 
id because he always keeps a cont¬ 
ract and hated because he always 
gets what he wants from capital.

Mr. Mitchell shows that 
the prices of butter, eggs, sugar, bre¬ 
ad and milk today average -10.5 per¬ 
cent less than they were in the year 
1020 after the first great war. The 
Minister further informs labour that 

prices cannot be kept under control 
unless wages, too are kept down. 

Mr. Mitchell, however, omits one im¬ 
portant f gure in his statement which 
shows that wages, which govern the 
cost of the things farmers and others 
have to buy, have not been kept 
down; for the fact is that today, acc¬ 
ording to the official statistics of the 
Government, the average hourly rat¬ 
es of industrial labour have actually 
risen by 3ft percent from iho year 
1920. So we see that while the pr'ces 
of farm products which labour en¬ 
joys, are today 46.5 percent lower 
than they were in 192ft, yet the hour¬ 
ly wage rates that Industrial labour 
lias received are actually 3ft porcent 
higher than in 1920. This, of course, 
is an injustice to our farmers, and it 
is no wonder that farmers and their 
true friends are beginning to assert 
that farmers are justly entitled to 
price increases for their wheat and 
other products tiiat will bring these 
prices somewhere near the level of 
the hourly wages now enjoyed by In¬ 
dustrial labour.

from Manchuria excepts for Port 
Arthur, where they remain under 
terms of the Russo-Chine.se treaty. 

The Communist forces, according 
to Nationalist sources, encircled the 
rail towns of Chiensuo and Kaoling, 
15 and 25 miles northeast of the 
Great Wall, and have succeeded In 
cutting off rail service on the vital 
supply route. 

Two rail bridges between Chiensuo 
and Kaoling were blown up. it was 
reported. 

The Communist forces were re¬ 
ported pushing south toward Shang- 
haikwan, just inside the Great Wall, 
and north toward Suichang, another 
rail station 31 miles northeast of 
Shnnghaikvvan. They were reported 
to be well armed and equipped with 
artillery. 

Press dispatches from Tangshan, 
midway between Tientsin and Shang- 
haikvtan. said that telephone com¬ 
munications with Shanghaikwan have 
been cut.
